"FINDING OF THE COURT. 


CAPTAIN "SEVERELY 
(CENSURED.” 


Should Have Ascertained Position. 


Captain R. D. Thomas, Master 
of the “Heungshan,” was held 
responsible for the accident and 
severely censured by the Court of 
Inquiry which last week investi- 
gated the . stranding of . the 
steamer near Canton and an- 
nounced itg finding this morning.

The ship proceeded by the usual 
routes experiencing intermittent 
fog and passed through the Colli- 
son Reach Barrier at 4.32 a.m. on 
February 29. The weather was 
Ithen foggy with a visibility of 
about quarter of a mile. The 
banks ofthe River could not be 
clearly seen and when off Tai Shek 
Tan we find that the position of 
the ship was not known to any 
degree of accuracy. The lead was 
not used, This, we consider, was 
wrong, as soundings would’ have 
materially helped to define. the 
ship's position.. The ship con- 
tinued at: slow speed, and,. when 
known to be off the village of Sun 
Chu at a distance of less than 
quarter. of 2 mile from the Junk 
Rock; the position of the ship still

In ‘connection with. Dr: Rabin- 
dranath. Tagore’s mission to China 
jt is learned from Indian papers 
now, to hand that before he sailed 
Dr. Tagore explained . that the 
urpose of his'tour is to convey. 
the message of India to the Far 
East.
